Wherof hath enſued amongeſf 
vs in very ſhozt tyme numbers of dyuers and ſtraunge opinions, x diuerſities ofſectes, a ther⸗ 
by growen great vnquietnes,+ muche difcozd,to the great diſturbaunce ofthe comen welth of 
this realme, and in very ſhozt time lyke to growe to extreame peryll and vtter confuſion of the 
ſame,onles ſome remedy be in that behalfe pzouided. Mhich thing all true louinge and obedient | 
ſubiectes, ought, and are bounden to fozſee and pꝛouide to thuttermooſt of their power. 

In conſideration wherof,be it enacted and eſtablyſhed by the Quenes hyghnes, the Lozdes 
ſptrituall and tempozall,and the commons in this ſame pꝛeſente parliament aſſembled, and by 
thaucthozity ofthe ſame,that an Acte made in p parltament begonne at Weſtmynſter the fourth 
day of Nouember in the kyꝛſt peare of the reygne of the late kynge Edward the ſpxt,and from 
thence continued to the. xxitit.day of December then next enſupnge that is to ſaye,in the fyꝛſte 
leſſion of the ſame parliament, intitule d, an Acte agaynſt ſuche perſons as ſhould vnreuerentlye 
ſpeake agaynſt the Sacrament ofthe body and bloud of Chuit,comonly called the Sacrament 
ofthe aulter, and koz the receauinge therok in both kyndes. And allo one other Acte inthe ſame 
ſeſſion, whiche is intituled, an Acte foz the election of Byſho ps, and what ſeales and ſtiles they x 
other ſpirituall perſons exerciſinge iurildiction Eccleſiaſticall houlde vle. And allo one other 
Acte made in one other leſſion of the ſapd parliament, holden vpon pꝛoꝛogation at Weſtminſter, 
the fourth day of Nouember,in the ſecond peare of the repgne of the layde late kynge Edward 
the lyxte, and there continued and kept to the. xiil. daye of Marche in the thyꝛd year of the ſaid 
late kynges reigne, intituled, an Act foz the vnifo2mitte of ſeruice, and adminiſtration of the Sa 
cramentes, thzoughout the realme. Ind alſo one other Acte made in the ſeſſion laſt befoze men⸗ 
tioned, whiche is intituled,an Acre to take away all poſitiue lawes, made agaynſt the maryage 
of pꝛieſtes. And allo one other Acte,made in one other ſeſſion of the ſayd parlyameat holden v- 
pon pꝛoꝛogation at Meſtminſter the fourth day of Nouember, in the thyzde yeare ofthe raygne 
of the ſayde late kinge Edward the ſpxte,and there continued, and kept to the fyzſt day of Febzu 
ary in the fourth yeare ofhis reygne,entituled,an Acte foz thaboliſbyng and puttyng awaye of 
dyuers bookes and pmages. Ind alſo one other Acte made in the ſame ſeſſion laſt befoze menci⸗ 
oned, intituled, an Act made foz thozdzing of the Eccleſlaltical miniſtres, Ind alſo one other Act 
made in one other ſeſſion of the ſayde parlyament, holden vpon pꝛoꝛogation at Weſtminſter the 
xxiit,day of January in the fyft yeare of the reygne ofthe ſaydelatekynge Edwarde the ſyxte, 
and there continued and kept, tyl the. xv. daye of Apꝛyl. in the lixt peare of the reygne of the laid 
late kynge . intituled, an Acte foz the vnifozmitie of comon pꝛa per, and the adminiſtration of the 
Sacramentes, And one other Acte, made in the lame laſt leſſion, intituled, an Act foz the keping 


ofholy dayes and rauinge dapes. And one ohe Ire made in the Lougn mu terne, united, 

an Acte made foz the declaration ofa Statute made foꝛ the mariage ofpzieſtes, and foz the le⸗ 
gittimation of theyꝛ childꝛen. and euery clauſe,ſentence,bzaunche,article, and articles, menti⸗ 
oned, expꝛeſſed, oz contepned in the ſaid Eſtatutes,and in euery ofthem ſhalbe fromhencefozth 
vtterly repelled, voyde,adnichilate,and of none effecte,to all purpoſes, conſtructions, and in- 
tenteg any. hinge oz thinges conteyned oz ſpecified in the ſayde Eſtatutes,oz anyeof them to 
the contrary in any wyſe notwithſtandynge. 

And be it further enacted by thaucthozitie afo2eſayd, that all ſuche diuine leruice and admi⸗ 
niſtration of Sacramentes,as were molt comenly vled in the realme of Englande, in the laſte 
yeare ofthe raygne ol our late Soueraigne Lozd,kynge Henry thetght,fbaibefrom,and after 
the. rx.day of December in this pzeſent yeare ofour Lozde God, a thoulande, fpue hundzed, 
fyftie and thze,vſed and frequented thzoughe the hole realme of England, #al other the Mue- 
nes Maieſties dominiong. And that no other kynd noz oꝛder of diuine ſeruice,noz adminiſtra- 
tion of Sacramentes. be after the ſayde twenteth day of December, vled oz miniſtred in anye 
other maner,fourme, oz degree within the ſayde realme of England, oz other the Quenes do⸗ 
minions,then was molt comenly vſed, miniſtred, and frequented in the ſayde laſte yeare ofthe 
raygne of the lapde late kynge Henry theyght, | 

And be it further enacted by thauctozitie akoꝛelayde, that no perſon ſhalbe impeched, oꝛ mo⸗ 
leſted in body oꝛ goodes,foz blynge heretofoze,oz vntyll the ſayd. rx. day of December, the di⸗ 
uine ſeruice mentioned in the ſayd Actes oꝛ any of them,noz foz thuſyng ofthe olde diuine ſer⸗ 
uic2 and adminiſtration of Sacramentes in ſuche maner and kourme, as was vled in p church 
of Eaglande,befoze the makynge ok any of the ſayde Ictes,
